DENSE CLOUDS OF DUST. 


A Hurricane in Wisconsin Does Great Dam- 
age. 

EAU CLAIRE. Wis., May 3.—One of the worst 
hnincanes, accompanied by rain, ever knowa 
in this section, prevailed here all day yester- 
day, filling the air with dense clouds of dust. 
Considerable damage was done in the city by 
di molishing plate glass fronts and signs, and 
in several instances partially unroofing houses. 
In the town of Ludington, a dwelling and barn 
«cre completely demolished. The loss in this 
vicinity, when fully reported, will be consid- 
erable. The water in the Chippewa is rising 
rapicly. Two lamber mills have had to be 
closed on account of the high water. 

SEVERE STORM IN MINNESOTA, 

DULUTH, Minn., May 3—Thestorm which 
swe})t over this city Sunday night arid yester- 
day wasthe most severe which has visited 
here. The damage inflicted to streets, sewers, 
stores and dwellings will reach nearly $100,- 
0CO. The cellars of from fifty to one hundered 
houses were fi‘led. It will take $20,000 to re- 
pair the streets and sewers. Great losses are 
on stocks of groceries, ituraiture, liquor, etc. 
The llstincluces about two huadred persons 
whose property is damaged from $100 to $709. 
The tracks of the St. Paul and Daluth roadin 
the city and near by are in bad condition. In 
the yards freight cars were overturned. The 
company’s loss wili probably be from $5,000 to 
330 000,

SBURNED WITH MOLTEN MBTAL, 


An Accident in Rollivg Mills Fatally In- 
jures Several Workmen. 

CHICAGO, May 3.— Late last night nine men 
were wounded, someof them fatally and others 
more or less severely, by an explosion at North 
Chicago roliing mills, at South Chicago. The 
accident was caused by the dumping of a car 
of molten metal into one of the huge molds 
in the rail mill. Enough water chanced to be 
in the receptacle to cause an explosion. The 
molds flewinto a thousand pieces and liquid 
metal scattered about for rods, A score of men 
were working within range, but a bare ma- 
jority escaped.

F domcuaas TROUBLES. 


A Drunken Scoundrel Shoots His Wife in the Back 
end Then Oommits Suicide-A Despondent 
Mother Joins Her Childrenina Meai of 
‘Rough on Rats’”—Other Crimes. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., May 3.—Last evening 
at McHolville, St. Lawrence county, Charles 
Morrow, a resident of that village, came home 
intoxicated, and at the supper table began 
abusing his wife, This was no uncommon 
thing, as Morrow when drunk was violently 
and unjustly jealous of his wife, and had made 
her life a burden by beating and abusing her 
most outrageously during the past few months, 
Many times lately Mrs. Morrow has been 
obliged to leave her four small children with 
her brute of a husband and fly to neighbors 
for safety, because he threatened to take her 
life. 

Last night she again fled from the house, 
fearing violence. Her husband followed her 
out on the street, and drawing a revolver, shot 
her in the back of the neck asshe ran. He 
then placed the revolver to his head and sent 
a bullet through his brain. Mrs. Morrow died 
within an hour. Her husband died several 
hours later. | 


GRISWOLD’S FIRST ‘wiIFE. 


4A Woman of Great Violence, who, Dyiag, 
Deprived Her Husband of an Eye. 

BOULDER VALLBY, M. T., May 3.—Tie death 
by suicide of Cornelius Griswold, a wealthy 
yancher in this region, recalls a curious story 
concerning the manner in which he came to 
have a glasseye. He Jeaves a widow, but he 
had another wife who died a few years ago. 
She is said t> have been an excitable woman, 
aud something of a terror to her husband. 
Falling sick and knowing that death was near, 
she secured a small hatchet and concealed it in 
her bed. Then, when shethonght she had but 
a little while to live, she _ called 
her husband to her side and made him 
swear that he would never marry again. Hoe 
tock the oath and was about to step back from 
the bed when the dying woman raised herself 
up, and seizing the hatchet dealt hima blow 
on the temple which produced a painful wound, 
and eventually deprived the victim of one oye. 
Griswold was cared for and recovered in due 
time, but the wife dicd the next morning in a 
very peaceful frame of mind, assuring an at- 
tendant that she had “fixed” the old man so 
that he would be so homely that no one would 
want him. She also declared, so the story ruas, 
that she had no intention of killing him. She 
simply wanted to disfigme his face in a way 
that would be lasting and effectual. 

When the cold man. recovered and gota glass 
eye, he made up his mind that under the cir- 
cuinstances he could not be held to his oath, 
and he accordingly married the first woman 
who would havethim. It is undérstood that he 
lived happily with her, and no one kaows why 
he killed himself. He was worth $40,000. 


THE TRUSTY’S PLOT. 


Men Escape From Worcester, Mass., 
Jatl---The Turnkey Locked In, 
WORCESTER, Mass, May 3.—Six men es- 

caped from the county jail here this morning 
early.. George A. Barton, who was serving a 
term for pelygamy, has been trusted to work 
in the corridors and cellsand had a cell key 
duving the day. Yesterday he had a fight 
with George French and both of them were 
put in solitary confinement in which was also 
unether prisoner. The fight was a part of a 
plot. Three men by the use of Barton’s key, 
which had been concealed in one of the solita- 
ry cells, opened the doors and conc2aled them. 
ceelves, and at midnight, when Fred A. Ham- 
mond visited the solitary cells as usual, they 
jumped on him and bound and gagged him 
and tocked him in the cell. 

The solitary cells are so far from the guard 
room and oflicers’ sleeping rooms thatno sound 
could reach there; with Barton’s keys the 
three other prisoners were let out of their cells, 
They then went to the guard roem and se- 
cured a “jimmy” and jack-screw, which was 

-kept in the museum, and returned to the soli- 

tary cell where they could work without be- 
ing heard. They pried the bars of a grated 
window nine and a half inches apart witha 
jack-screw and got into the passage where they 
tore the casings from the door and entered the 
blacksmith shop. Here they attacked another 
grated window, pried the bars apart, got into 
lhe yard and overthe fence and made their 
escape. The watchman wasseized at midnight 
ard the men got off, prebably about 3:30 
o'clock. The watchman was found at 1:45 not 
much injured. 


HUNTER’S DEFALCATION. 


Investigation Adds to the Amount First 
Reported. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., a: Evening 
Telegraph today says: “ appraisers ap- 
pointed by court to ascertain the amount of 
assets and liabilities of the insolvent firm of 
John and James Hunter, have been zealously 
engaged in the performance of that duty for 
nearly a month past. The disclosures made to 
them in the prosecution of their work have 
proved of astartling character. Since entering 
upon their task, which thus far has proved a 
very arduous one, they havo had returned to 
them over $800,000 of outstanding paper issued 
by James Hunter. This enormous liability 
bas come from every conceivable channel of 
trade and finance and tells in emphatic lan- 
guege the story of James Hunter’s awful per- 
plexity and utter rain. In the meantime if 
James Hunter had been swallowed up in an 
earthquake he could not have more effectually 
obliterated all traces of bis flight and present 
whereabouts. To his former’ relations and 
friends he-is as one dead to the world, and all 
further search for him has been abandoned.”

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‘A LONDON LIBEL SUIT. 


The Jury Awards a Verdict of Five Hun- 
dred Pounds, 


LONDON, May 3.—The trial of the suit of St. 
Jobn Brenon against William Ridgeway, pub- 
lisher, for libel inaccusing the plaintiff of be- 
ing a Fenian and former ally of the Invincibles 
was continued today. Covnsel for Ridgway 
stated tha: he was unable to call witnesses who 
conld prove his charges, because the disclosing 
of the name ofthewriter of the black pam- 
phiet in which the charges were made, would 
a his life. Neither could he call the 
detective from whom he had obtained the in- 
formation to substantiate the allegations 
against Mr. Brenon, because it would 
involve a disclosure of the secrets of 
the profession. The plaintiff had 
been brought into court asa stalking horse fir 
others who dared not appear. Counsel declared 
that the black pamphlet was written bya 
Feviam whose destruction would be certain, if 
his name became known. Brenon’s evidence 
showed that he had associated with and as- 
sisted the worst dynamiters in Paris. Counsel 
held this to have proved a case against him. 
The judge in charging the jury said that the 
defendant had not proved a justification. The 
jury returned verdict for plaintiff, awarding 
him 500 pounde damages. 


FIGHTING IN AFGHANISTAN. 


Troops Routed---Candahar 
Threatened, 


LAHORE, May 3.—It is reported that the 
troojs of the ameer of Afghanistan were re- 
cently routed near Jellalad; that Kebli Ghlseai 
hes been captured; that Gluzniis surrounded, 
and thét the insurgents threatened Candahar, 
Tt is also reported thatin asecond battle near 
Ma?riaf, the ameer’s colonel, Sekander K‘1an, 
avd fomr hundred men were killed. The in- 
surgents suffercd equal lesses. The governor 
of Herat sentanocther demand to the ameer for 
reinforcements. He estates thatthe Rassians 
are advancing their posts and excitiag the Af- 
ghans, 
the Ragsians have removed the pillars erected 
by the buundary commission. Numbers of 
Rogssions frequented a bazaar at Herat. 

Sr. Perrrsrunc, May 3.—The Germen St. 
Petersburg Gazette says the British and Rus- 
sian Afghan frontier delegates have refased to 
rake eoncessions on either side, and maintain 
a hsrsh pnon-possamus attitude toward each 
other. They have, the Gazette says, appointed 
ic morrow as the date for deciding whether the 
negotiations shall continue or bs terminated.

At the final sitting Onlianoff made a brilliant 
speech. He declared that neither he nor his 
companions feared death. He could imagiue 
nothing more enblime than to die ia an en- 
deavor to deliver. the unfortunate Russian 
reople. Hundreds of young men would imi- 
tate him until the czar would be compelled to 
change his despotic system. The prisoners, 
with one exception, are a)l intelligent, gen- 
tlemaniy, and of good families. One said that 
he had intended to murder the czar with a re- 
volver. but af.erward thought that bombs 
r.

THE AMERICAN LEGATION IN LON- 
DON. 


A Quarrel Between the Ambassador and the Consul- 
General- The Pope’s Relations With China— 
The King of Belgium's Lottery Scheme— 

The News wZabroughout Europe. 


*A LonbDon, May 3.—-[Special.;—The Chinese 


government has justsesred another diplomatic 
victory in its dealings with the French. It 
will be remembered that Pre-- 
ident Grevy threatened to an- 
nul the concordat, to stop the anfru:l sum of 
$10,000,000 paid in stipends to hishops and 
priests and to complete the sepsration of 
church and state in France if the pops porsist- 
ed in complying with China’s request, a perma 
nent papal legate at Pekin. Lev XIII was una- 
willingly forced to give way and to ex»iain the 
difficulty in which he was placed to the Chin- 
ese government. The laiter, however, were 
determined that the interest of the Catholic 
church should no longer be treated through 
the French diplomatic envoy at Pekin, and 
have therefore just conferred upon Bishop Tag- 
liabue, of Pekin, the rank of mandarin, de- 
noted by a red button, which will enabte him 
to confer with other mandarins. By this means 
the pope is provided by the action 
of the Pekin authorities with 
a delegate on the spot, through whom he can 
communicate his views to the Chinese govern- 
ment and carry on diplomatic negotiations if 
necessary. The button acts, in-fact, a3 3 com- 
mission from the pope won:id have done, the 
bearer having the right of oflicially communi- 
cating with the authorities. The diplomatic 
relations between Pekin and the vatican have 
actnally, though not nominally, bcen estaib- 
lished. 
THE CONSUL GENERAL'S TROURLES, 

It is reported here in London that a consid- 
erable s mount of friction and bad feeling exists 
between the United States legation and con- 
sulate general, A variety of circumstances 
are cited as the cause thereof, amongst others 
the failure on the part of the legation to in- 
clude either the consul general or his family in 
the official list furnished by Mr. Phelps to the 
Jord ‘chamberlain for court entertainments. 
Mrs, Waller and her daughters are just leaving 
for the United States, and will be absent from 
London thioughout the whole of the jubilee 
festivities, which is significant to say the least. 
It is aeserted that the consul general 
thorovghly disapproves of the ——irre- 
peated efforts of the legation to throw eold 
water on the American exhibition. The latter, 
notwithstanding the fact that it is due to pri- 
vate initiative, is nevertheless regarded in 
England as a thoroughly national representa- 
tion of American life and industry, and even 
the legation desire to avoid any official con- 
nection therewith. There is no need for their 
attempting to injure its prospecis, since any 
failnie will be regarded by the English a3 a 
distinct national one. : 

THE AMERICAN EXHIBITION, 

A very important international exhibition 
has been opened at Vincennes, near Paris, in 
oider to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of 
the adoption}of railroads. Lun round extensive 
gronnds, and at stated intervals, are small sta- 
tions, which are calied—LRome, Berlin, St, Pe- 
tersburg, Mexico, etc. Each station is coastruc- 
tedin the style of its particular country. Taus 
the Russian depot has all kinds of little dimes 
and spires; the Mexican station is in the form 
of a ‘Pasado;’ that of London is bails to re- 
semble one of the little English village sta- 
ticus. Each depot has its owa national res- 
tevrant, and of course at the New York depot 
is the traditional barn. In several fine buildings 
copstruckd of iron, rail and _— glass, 
ergines, couplings, railway cars, and in fact 
everything that appertains to railroads. is as- 
sembled so as to show the most instructive 
history of the railways of the world. The 
varieus new inventions of moving trains by 
electricity, compressed air, etc., of course, fill 
important sections of the show. 

Like the exhibition in London, Vincennes 
is due to private initiative. All the foreign 
governments and railroads are, however, rep- 
reeented therein, and during the course of the 
summer a grand international congress of rail- 
road men is to take place at Paris, 

THE BELGIAN KING. 

A considerable amount of talk has been ciu3- 
ed at Paris by the request of the king of the 
Belgians that the French government should 
authorize the circulation avd sale of Congo 
lottery tickets in the country. The cabinet 
were disposed to accede to his mijesty’s wishes 
without delay,but so great has been the outery 
on the subject in France that M. Fiourens, has 
informed the king that no answer can be given 
gutil the matter has been submitted to the 
chamber of deputies. It is hardly possible for 
the latter to do otherwise than 
refuece, since only a short time 
ago the government positively declined 
to sanction the French national lottery, which 
M, de Lesseps endeavored to start in behalf of 
the Panama canal enterprise. In cae of the 
projected Panama lottery, there was at least 
the inducement that the success of the canal 
enterprise would redound@ to the honor and 
gicry of France, but the Congo lottery is merely 
a echeme for retrieving the personal for- 
tune of King Leopold, who, having em- 
barked almost the whole of his vast 
private fortune in the Congo free state, is 
beginning to feel at Jlength uncomfortable. 
and wishes to hedge. The king has immense 
tums invested in the Panama Canal comoany, 
end his subjects deepiy resent the fact that he 
should spend in foreiga undertakings s> much 
of the wealth which his accumulated in Bel- 
ginm. King Leonold’s prononoced German 
sympathies, and the fact that he is fortifying 
his Cominions sgainst the French rather than 
against the Germans, is not like!y to induce 
= krench to consider his little scheme favor- 
ably. 

dhe Catholics of Marseilles have just pre- 
eented to the pepe,in honor of his jabilee,a 
magnificent ewer of finely chiseled silver. The 
handle is formed by a figure representing satan 
bound hand and foot. ‘fhe holy father has 
promised to use it at high mass on the day of 
the jubilee celebration.

James Stansfeld, ex- 
president of the jocal government board, wiil 
make a home rule speech at Newton Ab>ot, 
Jone 4,and Baron Wolverton and Sexton will 
jointly address a meeting in favor of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s policy at Exeter, June 11.

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A BREACH OF PRIVILEGE, 


The Charge of the London Times Against 
Mr, Dillon. 

lLonpon, May 3.—Charles Edward Lewis, 
conservative member for North Antrim, in the 
house of commons this afternoon called the 
house’s attention to a breach of privilege com- 
mitted by the London Times in an article 
charging.John Dillon with having told a falae- 
hood when he denicd that paper's allegations 
that he was an accomplice of Sheridan, the In- 
vincible. In this article the Times deciares 
that Mr. Dillon in his denial had either pre- 
sented to parliament a tissue of fistions or ha 
had never tsken the trouble to examine or had 
reached yet the lower depth of dishon- 
esty. Sheridan was simultaneously the orgau- 
izer of murderous associations, and a close com- 
panion of the leaders of constitution«l agita- 
tion. Mr. Dillon, the Times article contiausas, 
however convenient his memory, can hardly 
have succeeded in entire)y forgetting their per- 
s.nal relations, Mr. Dillon has been called the 
Chevalier Bayard of the Irish National league. 
He has been supposed to stand apart iu publis 
estecm fromthe rank and file of his party. 
What con fidence can now be reposed in his dis- 
claimers, which show the best of the Paraellite 
party to be destitute of that quality which 
Englishmen rightly prize above a!! others as 
an indispensable foundation of character. Mr. 
Lewis concluded as follows: 

‘These wholesale charges of lying against 
Mr. Dillon constitate a distinct breaca of priv- 


ilege. I move that the house take notice of 


them.” 

Philip Albert Murte, another conservative, 
seconded Mr. Lewis's motion. 

Speaker Peel, answering Mr. Dillon, said if 
the house decided that the article quoted by 
Lowis was a breach of privilege, a motion could 
be made caling the offenders to the bar of 
the hovse to answer fir their conduct in 
committing the breach. 

W.H. Smith, frst lord of the treasury, on 
behalf of the governmeut, moved that the 
house adjourn in order that qnestious of facet 
might be argued. 

Mr. Dillon said he desired to have thse ques- 
ticn brought toan issue right cif. He denied 
the rightof Mr. Lewis to take the conrse of 
putting bim on the defensive until his accurser 
was brought to the bar of the house. When the 
publisher of the Times stood at the bar he 
(1): len) would prove him asa base and cow- 
ardiy liaras everexisted. [{Parnellite cheers} 

Mr. Sexton said the Irish party had beer 
challenged much lately and been taunted with 
not taking upthechallenge. Now they took 
it up aud insisted on an inquiry by the house. 
[(Cheers.| Mr. Sexton said if was for an as- 
sembly of English gentlemen tosiy whether 
for the fature its Irish members should bs ex- 
posed tothe attack of every ruflian calling 
bimselfan editorefa newspaper. The house 
siculd iet assailed membera have an inquiry 
by committ Then, seid Mr. Sexton, let the 
Times bring forward its battalions of forgers 
andiiars. TheJrish members will orove they 
have been subjected toa system of moral as- 
satsination. They willbe able fully to justify 
themselves. [Cheers | 

Mr Bradlaugh opposed Mr. Smith’s motion 
to adjourn and charged the government with 
convening at the offering of the Lewis motion, 
and that the debate wasa concerted plan to 
play in the hands of the conservatives’ weapons 
to assist them in the passage of the odious coer- 
cion bill. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt siid that 
thongh ostensibly the Lewis motion was 
against the Times, it was in reality raised for 
the purpose of attacking Mr. Diilon, and wass 
covert method of accusation by one section of 
the members of the house against another; yet, 
when the members asked for an instant oppor-. 
te nity of meeting the charges, it wassought by 
the government to adjuurn the hoasze. 

Mr. Hoimes, attorney genoral for Ireland, 
denied that the motion was made with the 
coppivance of the government. He had never 
heard of the motion until it was made; on the 
behalf of the government he disclaimed inten- 
tion of postpening the debate for party' purpo- 
ses. If the publisher of the Times was at once 
called to the bar of the house, the house would 
be unable to hear evidence in support of the 
charges, and wonld be required to decide the 
question offhand in the absence of the publisher 
or other responsible persons; a motion to ad- 
journ for inquiry was the best way to arrive at 
thetruth. {Cheers.]} 

Mr. Gladstone opposed the motion to ad- 
journ. He said Mr. Dillon had been charged 
with having stated a deliberate falsehood while 
addressing the house. If anything conssita- 
t«d a breach of privilege this was a breach. 
The parties accused demanded an immediate 
trial. It was impossible that the house could 
resist this demand. 

One Gladetone liberal, Hon. Frederick Stee 
phen Archibald Hanbury Tracy, voted with 


| the government last night to enforce the 


cloturerule. Thirty-three liberal unionists did 
likewise. 

It had always been the custom for the house 
itself to proceed to deal without delay with « 
motion relating toa breach of privilege. Af- 
terwards in special cases, appointing select 
committee of inquiry. 

Division was then taken on the motion te 
adjourn, resulting in a vote of 21 in favor of 
the motion and 174 agaiust it. 

Mr. Smith moved that on Thursday the 
hc use resume consideration of the question. 

Mr: Sexton moved that it be taken up fo- 
wiorrow. 

Mr. Dillon demanded to know whether the 
ecitor of the Times would be brought to the 
bar of the house. 

Mr. Smith conld only that ‘the usual 
course would be followed. 

It was then agreed to take question up again 
tomorrow. 

The close of tonight’s debate in the houseof 
commons, on breach of privilege, left all sides 
in Coubt as tomorrow's developments. M~. 
Lewis brought forward the question against 
the advice of conservative whips, who warned 
him that it might lead to great delay in the 
progress of the crimes bill. The ministerialiste 
wculd like to have a committee of inqgairy ap- 
pointed, but forseeing that the debate over the 
formation of such a committee would b 
the crimes bill, they are ready to let the whole 
question drop if the opposition permit. 

The ministers had a conference tonight with 
Attorney-general Webster and Sclicitor-gsneral 
Clarke onthe questin whether the govern- 
ment could declare tomorrow that there had 
been no breach of privilege, and thas ma‘ter, 
therefore, was atanend. If Mr. Smith shou'd 
aubounce that no breach of privilege has oc- 
curred, Mr. Gladstone is expected to appeal 
to the speaker of the house to decide to the 
contiary and order thatthe publji-her of the 
Times must ayow his error aad apologize.

OUGHLY ROUTED. 

The Municipal Contest Over in Montgomery —May or 
BReeee Re-elected by a Rousing Majcrity—Pyro- 
technics, Brass Bands, Etc., Make the 
Right Lively—Full HReturns, 


MontTcomery, Ala., May 3.—[Special.]—The 
election for mayor and aldermen today wasthe 
most exciting in many years. Considerable 
bitterness had been engendered duriog the 
campaign, and during the day there were sev- 
eral lively passages of words, but conflicts were 
prevented by cool heads. The hottest contest 
was in the fourth and fifth wards, where the 
heaviest negro vote is polled, and where the 
independents expected to make the biggest 
fight. Sharp, the independent candidate for 
mayor, lives in the fifth,and he and his cohorts 
worked most energetically. The issue of white 
supremacy was closely defined, and served to 
bring out a big voteand caused many who had 
favored the independent movement to vote the 
straight ticket. The polls closed at five 
o'clock, and the result, learned about 
seven, was a8 follows: Reese, for mayor, 
1,087; R. W. Sharp, independent, 657; Reese’s 
majority, 430, The entire democratic ticket is 
elected. The Evening Star issued a half past 
9 o’clock edition containing the full official re- 
sult, which took like wild fire. Large crowds 
gathered atthe Exchange hotel, and at 10 
o clock speeches were made by Mayor Reese, 
C-ptain Lomax, Captain Wiley and others, 
Intense enthusiasm prevails. In honor of the 
democratic victory asection of artillery fired a 
salute from the Capitol hill, and tonight there 
isa grand pyrotechnic display in front of the 
Iixchange hotel. There is general rejoicing 
over the result, a3 .a most determined effort 
was mace by the independents and negroes to 
secure the victory. 

TOPICS FROM MONTGOMERY. 


The Circumstances Surrounding the Death 
of Josephine Shepherd. 

MonNTGOMERY, Ala., May 3 —[Special |—-Tae 
finding of the body of Josephine Shepherd, a 
colored woman, in the country a short distance 
frcm this city, developsa phase in the life of 
free negrocs that should have due attention of 
the rabid negro-phobists at the north, who 
prate about the advancement of the raco since 
the shackles were shaken from them and they 
were clothed with the privilege of free born 
American citizens. Such a case could never 
bave occurred in a southern community before 
the war. This unfoitunate woman was living 
in a tenement house when stricken 
with disezse. Her condition was known to the 
negrees in the vicinity, and they failed to re- 
port the matter orrencer her any assistance. 
She died neglected and starved. and forty- 
eight hours after her decomposed body was 
found, watched over by the six little children 
who were suffering the horrible pangs of hun- 
ger. It was developed at the inquest that the 
elder of these children had endeavored to en- 
list the assistance of some of the negroes, bat 
they refused to pay heed to 
her appeals. The woman’s husband 
had deserted her, and being ill and unable to 
work, shegpad died of starvation. The case is 
a most pitiable one. The six helpless children, 
who aie te: ribly emaciated. have been taken 
in charge of by the county. The indifference 
of the negroesto the sufferings of their owa 
peopleis fully exemplified in this case.

An observing momber of the potice force said 
that he bad counted no iess than ninety wag- 
ons that had stopped at Marcus's inside of two 
bours, and he did not sees single colored per- 
ech who had come in them sell bones and scrap 
iron that amounted in value to more thana 
dol'ar. 

When the negroes were asked why so many 
of them were coming into the city to sell junk, 
they replied that they had nothing at home to 
eat, and the little money they received for 
their junk was all that they had to buy food 
with. There was no work for them to do on 
the plantations, the drought having produced 
such a conditions of affairs that no work could 
be done, and in consequence the colored peo- 
ple were threatened with famine unless 
they exerted themselves to the ut- 
most and contrived by all 
aorts of ways to procure food. They could be 
Seen roving all over the country with bags 
slung over their shoulders, gathering up everyg- 
thing in the shape of junk. Many of themhad 
deserted the plantations and taken to the 
swamps, where they hunted around after bones 
of animals which had died there. The failure 
of the berry crops had deprived them of an- 
other source of support. Many of them were 
really suffering for the very necessaries of life, 
and there appeared to beno immediate prospect 
of a better state of affairs prevailing. Tae 
negrces were becoming alarmed, as they be- 
lieved starvation was staring them in the face. 

Extensive arrangements aro being made for 
the encampment which occurs in June. 

Bishop Wilmer has been here the past several 
dsys. Although over seventy years he is quite 
healthy and vigorous and confirmed two classes 
on Sunday of over thirty each. 

‘Farmers in this and adjoining counties are 
complaining terribly of the drought.

The talk of the town today has been tho 
Baily-Thomas proposition to the city council i. 
regard to the Nor:heastern rairoad. Th: 
majority of the citizens are opposed to the city 
releasing the Richmond and Danville from its 
obligations unless Thomas gives a guarantee 
that his extension will be successfully com- 
pleted. 

The adjourned meeting of council this after- 
noon was largely attended by the citizens. 
The committee to which W. B. Thomas’s pro- 
position had been referred reported through 
the city attorney that the instruments and 
papers touching the relations existing between 
the Richmond and Danville road and the city 
of Athens had been carefully examined. City 
Attorney Cobb gave as his opinion that the 
Richmond and Danville railroad were still 
bound by obligations to the city of Athens, and 
weuld still be bound until the Macon and Ath- 
ens road was completed to Athens and con- 
nected with the Northeastern road, and until 
it was shown that this completion and connec- 
tion was due in some measure to the instra- 
mentality of the Richmond and Danville road. 
The proposition of Thomas has been 
generally discussed here today by the 
people, and the general opinion is 
that he should offer some guarantee. 
He realized this himself, and at the meeting 
this evening declared that he would make 
James White, of Athens, cashier of the Natioual 
bank, the treasurer of the road; that the en- 
tire proceeds of the bonds would be tarned 
over to him; that only the necessary money 
should be drawn out to complete the road, and 
that untilits final completion White wasto have 
the ecle and only charge of the road's bonds. 
Afier the completion of the road the residue of 
bends to be turned over to Thomas and as- 
sociates. This further proposition of Thomas 
materially strengthened hiz position with the 
people, who all along have fought shy of the 
— because there was no evidence of good 
aith, 

Dr. Hunnicutt, a prominent banker and al- 
derman, addressed council, He said that the 
ony thing that looked shaky about the matter is 
why did not tbe Richmond and Danville road 
build it ifthey thought it was such a good 
thing. That they had connections above and 
below, and that it was well known that rail- 
road companies conld cons'ruct near lines 
chesper than uppracticed individuals. He 
made no reflection upon Thomas and believed 
be was acting in good faith, but thought that 
behind it all there was some motive the peo: 
ple were not familiar with. His speech was a 
powerful argument and carried conviction 
with it. He moved the whole matter be post- 
poned until Thursday evening, when at the 
opera house,a full, free expre3sion 
of opinion would be had, This 
motion prevailed, Thomas has many 
supporters here, who believe he ig in a 
position to have the Northeastern extended. 
Those who oppose him in the matter base most 
of the opposition on the fact 
that to give him what he asks would 
be to trust human nature too far, that thess 
terme demand colatteral security, and that the 
full and sufficient guarantees satisfactory to 
business men should accompany such a propo- 
sition. The whole matter has stirred Athens 
from centre to circumference. Thomas seems 
to be developing more supporters, and it was 
thought that had a vote been taken this ove- 
ring he would have gotten what he asked.

Every hour lost by the directors in canvass- 
ing for additional money that is needed, 
will take them from their work, which is 
pressing and important. Itis to be hoped, 
therefore, that those who are approached 
and asked to sustain with a small subserip- 
tion an enterprise that promises so much, 
will do so promptly and willingly, and in 
such spirit as will encourage the directors 
to go ahead with their work with love and 
zeal.

When divorced from 
betting and pool selling, as it wasin Atlanta, 
it is a healthful and innocent sport. 

Nevertheless, THE CONSTITUTION is glad 
that Atlanta is out of the Southern league. 
As the inevitable winner of the pennant, 
this city was the object of a great deal of 
envy and the target of thousands of insinu- 
ations. No doubi it was very bad form for 
Atlanta to go in to win; butit pleases us to 
know that there are no such ball players in 
the south this seasoa as served Atlanta in 
1885 and ’86, and consequently there will be 
a falling off in the interest that ordinarily 
attaches to baseball, 

Atlanta went in for the best material to 
be found, and the result was that the other 
clubs, in order to make any showing at all, 
were compelled to employ high-priced play- 
ers. The Atlanta club last year was one of 
the best organizations to be found in this 
country. When at its best, it was invincible, 
It had a very poor showing, however, in the 
league cities. It was made the victim of 
ubreasoning prejudiee and abase, the result 
of which was that Atlanta concluded to go 
out of the league altogether for the sake of 
harmony. 

The young men of Atlanta who identified 
themselves with the club, did so for the pur- 
pose of affording our people innocent recrea- 
tion and amusement during the dull 
summer months. They had no thought of 
making money out of their investment, but 
they were determined to organize and main- 
tain aclub that would be a credit to the city 
and to the eouth. But their efforts were not 
appreciated outside of the city, and they 
conelnded to take Atlanta out of the league 
altogether, rather than submit to the storm 
of abuse with which they were greeted. 

Now there is harmony in the league—ab- 
solute harmony, and very poor ball.

An Interesting Image, 


secured for it Jast year on Easter island. 

While almost nothing is known of the past 
history of this remarkable image, the dis- 
coveries of the future may bring to light an 
interesting prehistoric chapter. The image 
weighs fifteen tons, andis shaped like a 
gigantic human figure from the waist up. 

Easter island is in the Pacific, and is 
about 2,300 miles from South America, It 
is about eleven miles long and six wide, and 
bas about a thousand inhabitants, savages ot 
the Polynesian race. There are several hun- 
dred immense statues on the island, one of 
them being forty feet high and nine feet 
across the shoulders. 

The fact that the present inhabitants have 
no knowledge of art, no tools and no means 
of moving huge masses of stone, leaves the 
origin of the statues to speculation. The 
natives attribute them to a supernatural 


source, but the popular theory is that the 


island once belonged to a continent, the other 
portions of which are now submerged. What 
was the extent of this continent,and by 
whom was it peopled? Did the arts and 
sciences flourish there, and did some convul- 
sion of nature bury under a mighty tidal 
wave a magnificent empire, with stately 
cities and millions of people? These are 
some of the questions naturally suggested by 
the Easter island idol. Will they ever be 
answered ? 


Women Wage-Earners. 

Mrs. L W. Betts, who is an authority on 
the subject, gives, in the current number of 
The Epoch, her opinions of women wage- 
earners. She gives, with some degree of 
bluntness, the reason why women wage- 
earners of the better class—women who have 
some degree of skill and training—do not 
succeed, +... 

In the first place, she says they lack busi- 
ness experience and business training. More- 
over, they insist on dealing with the world 
asasex. They expect the same considera- 
tion to be shown them in the office and the 
store that they receive in the parlor and in 
social Jife generally. 

Another cause, according to this authority, 
is incompetency. Women wage-earners ap- 
pear to Jack system. They do not go to the 
bottom of things; they have no thorough- 
ness. ‘To all this, Mrs. Betts adds, the re- 
mark that they lack concentration. Taking 
type-writing as an instance, she says it is 
the rarest thing in the world tofind the 
work done correctly. The thonghts of the 
female type writer are apt to wander; she 
does not set her mind to her work. Mrs. 
Betts says that the reason why women lack 
concentration is because they are women— 
and this appears to be a very good reason. 

Mrs. Betts points out that whena boy 
enters a business he goes with the expectation 
of devoting himself to the employment he 
has selected, or he means to make it the 
stepping-stone to that which is to be his life 
work. On the other hand, when a girl enters 
a@ business, she has no such ideas of devotion. 
She does not concentrate her mind on her 
work for the purpose of succeeding and ris- 
ing higher. She naturally looks forward to 
the time when she will be a wife, and when 
her business will consist mainly in caring for 
her children and her home. This feeling is 
both natural and right, but, as Mrs, Betts 
points out, it interferes materially with 
women’s success 28 wage-earners, 

The conclusion is that there is a vast army 
of women wage-earners whose services and 
time would be worth far more to their fami- 
lies, to the state and to the nation if they 
were turned into their legitimate channel— 
the care of their homes and children.

Gives His Opinion of It. 

Robert Van Brunt, lately a prominent mem- 
ber of tbe Salvation Army, is under sentence of 
death at Rochester forthe murder of young Roy. 
From an interview with a reporter of the Demo- 
crat ihis extract ismade: 

‘Van Brunt, you seem to place litile reliance 
upon the fnal result of this hoped-for appeal to the 
higher courts, and you seem to clearly realize that 
your lifeis nearly ended, and thatthe dreadful 
event can at most be postponed but a little. Now, 
with these grave convictions in your mind, I wish 
you would tell me something about the true in- 
wardness of this Salvation Army to which you be- 
longed.”’ 

Van Brunt, who is only twenty-three years of 
age, meditated a moment, eyed his questioner 
curiously, and then laugbeda bit ina peculiar 
manner to himself. 

‘I think,” he said, after a little, “I think there 
are a few good people yet in the army;I mean 
people who really want to benefit mankind, but { 
tell you most of the soldiers, and officers particu- 
larly, are thinking more of womankind,”’ and the 
face of the man, who in due course of the law had 
less than ten days before his death on the gallcws, 
took on a wicked leer, which startled even the ex- 
perienced interviewer, who was mentally, but 
none the less unerringly, notwithstanding the tes- 
timony of one who knew that he was facing almost 
certain if not immediate death. 

‘‘T ought to know this Salvation Army,’’ contin- 
ued the condemned murderer, his tell-tale face 
adding strange emphasis to his candid words, ‘“‘I 
ougot to know them; I have been there myselfand 
the officers have talked with me about it.”’ 

“There is a class of young girls drawn into the 
meetings,” he went on, ‘“‘who are easily enough 
influenced by the officers, and are controlled by 
the officers and men for their own purposes and 
for bad purposes, and those are the girls they are 
after. I don't know asI can just exactly describe 
the infiuence they have over them, but it just con- 
trols them, and lots of them have this influenee.”’ 

‘Perhaps they mesmerize them,’ quietly sug- 
gested the newspaper man. 

‘Yes,’ said the slayer of Roy and the suitor of 
his sister, “I putit alldown assomething like 
that.’’ 

‘‘You know this is the general character of these 
soldiers you associated with, then,’’ persisted the 
newspaper Man. 

‘Yes; I know it from my own experience, and I 
have talked it all over with the ofiicers.’’ 

“T imagine you mean your observation, not your 
personal experience.”’ 

“Yes; Imean my observation,’ and again the 
uncanny, malicious expression stole over the fea- 
tuces of the man, and thevisitor did not :egretthat 
his disagreeable task was nearly ended. 

“Van Brunt,’’ said he, “trom what you know of 
this army, and from the position in which you find 
yourself, what do you think of the general effect of 
the practices of this Salvation Army?”’ 

The witness was a competent one, and it was the 
last question the interviewer ever expected to ad- 
dress to Robert Van Brunt, andthe answer came 
witha rapidity that carried conviction with it: 

“T told you some good people get into the Salva- 
tion Army, butthe enthusiasm wears off #2 two or 
three weeks and they get to beas bad as the rest.

The Piedmont exposition is booming. - Its 
headquarters are crowded every day with di- 
rectors looking after their various departments, 
with people getting information, and the secre- 
tary sending off letters and distributing infor- 
mation. The interest in theexposition has ex- 
eceded expectation and the exhibits will be 
something phenomenal. 

MR, SULLY AND MAJOR BELKNAP LOOKING 
OVER THE GROUNDS, 

Mr. Sully, president of the West Point ter- 
minal company, which controls the Richmond 
and Danville and East Tennessee lines, arrived 
in Atlanta yesterday for the purpose of looking 
over the grounds and arranging for terminal 
facilities and sidetracks into the ground. He 
was accompanied by Major Belknap, genéral 
mansger of the Central system, and by Mr. 
Wormeer, of New York, and Messr2. Pat and 
John Calhoun, directors of the Central, At 
12 0’clock the party,in Mr. Sully’s car, went 
out on the Beltfroad and stopped opposite the 
park. They then left the car and took a sur- 
vey of the grounds, and in consultation with 
President Collier and Vice President Grady, 
decided the best points for the road to enter, 
and for the sidetracks to be laid. Mr. Sally 
agreed to build the road into the ground, 
making a trestle 200 feet long. -He sent a tel- 
egram to Mr. Thomas, asking that Mr. Bolton, 
the engineer for the company, be sent to At- 
lanta on the first train to make the detailed 
prefile forthe improvement sothat the work 
can begin at once. He will put a large force of 
men to work, and atemporary track will be 
laid in a few days so that freights can be haul- 
ed into the grounds and work on the buildings 
begun at once. Mr. Sally and Major Belxnap 
were enthusiastic over the prospects of the ex- 
position, and both promised to aid it in every 
legitimate way. They were interested in the 

progress of preparations, and will be potential 
factors in making it a great success. At three 
o'clock they were dined at the Capital City 
club by Mr. Pat Calhoun, where they met Gov- 
ernor Gordon, Major Mims, Mr. Alex King, 
Mr. C. A. Collier and Mr. Grady. They left 
last night for New York, from which point Mr. 
Sully promises the exposition shall hear good 
reports in the nearfature. His idea is that the 
West Point Terminal ought to build a perma- 
nent building in which to makea vast and 
elaborate exhibit of the resources of the coun- 
try penetrated by the Richmond and Danville, 
and East Tennessee lincs. If done, this bnild- 
ing will be an honor to the great corporations 
it represents and an ornament to the grounds. 
Mr. Sully is very much interested, aud says: 
“The cotton exposition of 1881 did more to 
start the prerent development of soutiern re- 
sources than any single event. Tae Piedmont 
exposition properly encouraged will mark a 
new era of similar prosperity.” 
TWO THOUSAND DOLLARS FOR 
PLAYS. 

The executive committee on yesterday de- 
termined to offer the following premiums for 
county displays. One thousand dollars for the 
county mak ng the best display. Five hun- 
dred dollars for the county making the next 
best display. Two burdred and fifty dollars 
for the county making the next best display, 
and one hundred and twenty-five dollars each 
for the next two counties. It was also decided 
to allow one hundred dollars for freight to 
each county competing that is more than forty 
miles distant from Atlanta. The state fair has 
offered similar premiums to these, so that the 
county making the best display next October 
will get two thousand dollars in cash from the 
two fairs, and will win a reputation that will 
increase the value of every acre of land in the 
county. It is likely that every county which 
contests in one fair will keep its exhibit un- 
broken and renew the contest in tho other 
fair. The Piedmont exposition will close on 
the 22d of October, and the State fair will 
open on the 24th. It is probable that Cobb, 
Bartow and Floyd will enter from north Geor- 
gia, and Bibb, Monroe and Hancock from mid-

dle Georgia. These six counties would make» 


a fairof themselves that would astonish our 
visitors. It is likely that other counties will 
also enter. 

Mr. W. 0. Wadley, of Bolingbroke, has done 
more for the state fair for the past few years 
than any other man in Georgia. He made an 
individnal exhibit at one of the state fairs 
which beat the best collective county exhibit, 
and he didn’t half try at that. The annouce— 
ment that he will exhibit in Atlanta, and after- 
wards at Macon, will bring thousands of pso- 
ple to each of these fairs. If a half dozen 
Georgia counties, headed by such men as Mr. 
Wadley, could be induced to show their riches 
and resources to the visitors at the two fairs, 
it would result in a boom fer Georgia the like 
of which we have never known.

THE ARTILLERY PICNIC. 


A Delightful Day Spent at New Holland 
Springs--Firing the Cannon. 
‘*T see the train 
Go round the curve, 
Good-by, my lover, good-by!”’ 

So sang adozen young men yeerterday asa 
train of thirteen coaches left the union pass- 
enger depot, bearing the Atlanta Artillery ex- 
cursionists to New Holland springs. 

There were nearly a thousand persons on 
the train, and the singers were 
the gayest of the crowd. When they had sung 
about twenty-three verses of “Good-bye, my 
Lover,” they were suddenly seized with a de- 
sire todisplay thein knowledge of Salvation Ar- 
my sira. Therefore, they sang, “Reign, Reign, 
Reign, my Saviour,’ If the Devil’s in the way, 
we will roll it over him,” “I’m Happy on the 
Way,’ “We are Out on the Ocean Sailing,” 
etc., etc. 

The train reached New Holland a few min- 
utes after 11, and the crowd was not long in 
taking possession of the grounds, The day 
was spent in strolls about the grounds, in danc- 
ing, in watching a game of baseball between 
an Atlanta nine and a Gainesville nine, and in’ 
watching an artillery squad fire a cannon. 
Fifteen “blank rounds” were fired during the 
day under direction of Private McDonald, who 
commanded the squad, The squad was 
a select detail composed of Private McDonald 


has gunner, and H.C, Goetting, Frank Ridge, 


M. ‘I’. LaHatte and W. M. Baker, to load and 
fire the piece. Mr. Ridge put the charges in, 
Mr. Goetting rammed them home, Mr. LaHatte 
primed the cartridges and Mr. Baker inserted 
the friction primers and palled the lanyard. 
Mis. Ridge did the company the honor of pull- 
ing the lanyard and firing one charge. 

About 12 o’clock Captain J. F. Jones of the 
altillery company was leaning on the gun and 
tracivg with the forefinger of his right hand 
the leiters U 8 on the cannon. 

“Captain,” said a young man, “it seemsa 
little queer to have a one-armed ex-confederate 
out here with a United States cannon.” 
 **We)l,” said the captain, with asigh, “they 
are not afiaid we'll hurt it.” 

The captain looked at his empty sleeve, and 
continued: 

“Twenty-four years ago today, and just 
about this time of day, I was on the battlefield 
of Chancellorsville, The fight was over, but 
the yankees had at few sharp- 
shooters picking us off. I was wearing a 
new uniform that made me quite conspicuous. 
A yaukee, hidden behind # clamp of plum 
bushes, had nothing better to do than to shoot 
atme. I was leaning on my sword. It fell 
out of wy band, and when 1 stooped to pick it 
up,I feund I conld not move my 
fingers. 1 felt no pain, but on examination 
fodud that the yankee’s bullet had gone 
through myelbow. Sol left my right arm at 
Chancellorsville and have been carrying an 
empty sleeve ever since,” 

‘Lhe game of baseball between the Atlanta 
nine and the Gainesville nine occurred at two 
o'clock and resulted in favor of Atlanta by a 
score of ninetofive. The artillery company, 
through Lieutenant Frank L. Haralson, pre- 
eented the Gainesville boys with a silver cup 
as a mark of good feeling. 

Hacks and ’busse; ran between New Holland 
and Gainesville all day, and many of the ex- 
cursionists went over to “‘town.’”’ Some of the 
boys being from adry town felt called upon to 
tackle John Barleycorn, and did so with dis- 
wustrous results. Any such who is 
missing this morning can be _ had 
on application to the Gainesville chief of police 
a kind hearted individual who gathered in 
eeveral of the boys whowere trying to smear 
red paint all over Hall county. Such as found 
their way back to the train were corralled by 
the artillery company and were put inacar 
to themselves and the proper enjoyment 
of the occasion was not materially interfered 
with by reason of the Gainesville bug juice. 
The only affair of consequence not on the pro- 
gramme was an accident which befell a Gaines- 
ville saloonist named Chapin. He celebrated 
to such an extent that he fell off the top ofa 
’bus and broke his right arm and his jaw. 

The excursionists reached Atlanta at 9 
o’clock last night. The artillery company dld 
everything possible to make the excursiou en- 
joyable, and great praise is due each and every 
member. It was indeed a pleasant affair.

IMPORTANT TO TAXPAYERS, 


Decisions in Two Tax Cases—When the Su- 
preme Court Will Adjourn. 


The supreme court has rendered decisions in 
two of the tax cases submitted to its considera- 
tion on Monday. 

In that brought by the wardens of St. Mark’s 
church, Brunswick, against the mayor and 
ecuncil of that town, the court refased tho in- 
junction prayed for, thus affirming the finding 
of the court below. The. church authorities 
sought to restrain the town authorities from 
collecting etreet and pavement assessments for 
improvements in front of the church’s parson- 
age. The court held that under the cons‘i- 
tution of the state no property is 
exempt from taxation except that especially 
provided for in that instrument. Among tae 
kinds of property mentioned by the constitu- 
tion which the legislature can exempt from 
taxation are “places of religious worship.’ 
The court held that this does not inclade par- 
sonages and rectories, but that such property is 
subject for taxation, and in this particular case 
the property in question is subject to the as- 
sessment. . 

In the case of the City of Augusta against 
Pearce, the judgment of the court below was 
reversed, the court holding that the valuation 
put upon property for taxation by local asses- 
sors must stand. 

In announcing his decision in this case, 
Chief Justice Bleckley said that a city 
is a’ government so far as its local affairs 
are corcerned, and, like all governments, 
must te able to estimate its revenues with a 
view to making provisions for future expendi- 
turer, aud that if every dissatisfied property 
owner could go into the courts and have t‘e 
question as to the value of his property left to 
juries, the reeult would be the substitution of 
jurors for a:sessors. He said that municipal 
corporations cannot live on verdicts or regulate 
municipal affairson the prospect of verdicts 
any more than an individual can regulate his 


dinner on the verdict of a jury as to its proper } 


quantum, 

The arguments in cases before the court were 
finished yesterday, andan adjournment was 
taken until 10 o’clock this morning, when itis 
probable that some decisions will be rendered 
after which an adjournment fora short time 
will be taken in order to enable the court to 
prepare decisions before the final adjournment 
for the term,

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THE KELLYS PARDONED. 


RESTORED TO CITIZENSHIP AFFER 
MANY YEBARS. 


Full Text ot Governor Gordon's Order for Their Re- 
leate— What They Have toSayfor Themselv.s 
—Very Much Elatea Ov r the Resut, 
They Naiuraily Feel Grateful, 


A happy sequel to the sensational Kelly story 
was furnished yesterday by (Governor Gordoa 
granting a pardon to the two brothers. 

As ststed in yesterday's CONSTITUTION, 
Meesrs. Grigg and Stephens, the representatives 
of the Kellys, had an engagement with the 
governor yesterday morning, when they pre- 
sented the case in-all its phases. Colonel 
Griggs did the talking, and aid it so well that 
before nigbt the long looked for pardon had 
reccived the signature of Georg'a’s chief exec 
utive officer. 

THE PARDON 
is directed to the principal keeper of the peui- 
tentiary and reads as follows: 


Whereas, at sessions of the superior court of 


Terrell county held in March and in May, 137', 
Charles A. Kelly and Jobn}] R. Kelly were arraiga 
ed and tried for the murder of David W. Oxford 
and convicted, each of them of voluatary 
manslaughter, and sentenced, each of ihem, to 
twenty years inthe penitentiary; and 

Whereas, after their conviction the said Charles 
A. and John Nl. Kelly escaped from the limits ofthe 
state of Georgia and have since resided in Fiorida 
until within a few daye, when they have volunta- 
rily returned to Georgia and surrendered them: 
selves to the officers of the law and are now ia your 
custody; and 

Whereas, 3 etitions were filed in this office several 
months ago, from a very large number of the most 
respectable citizens of Terrell county, embracing 
the members of the bar, members of the grand 
jury, and survivors of the traverse juries, by which 
the said parties were tried, and officials and ex offi- 
cials of every kind, asking that executive clem- 
ency should be extended to said Charles A. and 
John R. Kelly, and 

Whereas, the Hon. David B. Harrell, who pro 
sided, and the solicitor general, who represented 
the state in the trials, unite with these petitioners 
and ask that ihe said Coarles A. and John R, helly 
may be pardoned; and : 

V bereas, These parties weve, after a vigorous 
prosecution, acquitted of the murder of CT. 
Ales npon th? ground that whatever they did was 
coneinself defense, and subsequently were trie1 
for murder and convicted of voluntary manslauz.- 
ter for the homicide of David W. Oxford, one of 
their friends and neighbors who was acciden:ally 
kijiea in the melee in which Ames was kEi!led, but 
in which he, the said Oxford. was not engaged; 
and I have respectable legal authority for the 
Opinicn that the verdict of voluntary manslaugs- 
ter cannot be sustained by the law and the facis of 
the case; ard 

Whereas, these parties, in the community in 
Which they have lived for the last sixteen years, 
have esiablished and maintained excelent charac- 
ters, reared f2milies, and have beeu, and are now, 
holding offices of honor and trust, and have yvolun- 
twily come within the jurisdiction of the state to 
submit themselves to ita anthori’y and to ask that 
executive clemency may be extended them, sothat 
the stigma of their conviction mayv be wiped our, 
ai 6 they be permitted to visit their father’s home 
again as irec men,

Rk. Kelly be, and they are hereby pardoned of the 
cfcnses of which they were convicted, and that 
they be forthwith stat Jiberty.

tan hotel. Colonel Griggs had warnad them 
against registering under their own names, so 
when Mr. John Kelly went up to the register 
he grasped the pen in higirou grasp and boldly 
wrote: 

“John R. Kelly.” 

Realizing what he had done, Mr. Kelly 
scratched out the ‘Kelly,’ and withont the 


' sgn of a blush, wrote “Martin.” 


As nobody inthe hotel knew who John R 
Kelly was, the littie slip of the pen passed ua- 
Loticed. 

From the Metropolitan they went to the 
home of a relative living in one of the quictest 
portions of the city, and there they remainad 
nntil the geod news of their pardon was told 
them. Last evening they went to the Kin- 
ball. 

IT WAS A JOLLY PARTY 
which gathered in one of the rooms of the ho- 
tel last night. Hon. John R. Kelly and his 
brother, Charles A. Kelly, were the cantral 
figures. It is needless to say they felt happy. 

“I tell you it is a great relief.” said Mr. John 
Kelly toa CONSTITUTION reporter. ‘Itis not 
a particularly pleasant thing to havea twenty 
years’ sentence hanging over a fellow’s head, 
even if the sentence had sort of gone by de- 
fut. 


as a thing of the past.” 

Charles A. Keliy, evidently the elder of the 
brothess, isa tall, spare man with gray hair 
and gray, fullbeard. John fl Kelly looks a 
gocd deal like his brother, with the exception 
that Lis hair is but slightly tinged. with gray, 
uid bis beard is yet black. uth are plainly 
dresicd, substantial looking men, who look 
about as little like men who were onze under 
senience for manslaughter as one couid im- 
agine. 

“Wren I go to Dawson this time,” said 
Charies Kelly, with a laugh, “I won’t have to 
mike # quiet sneak to father’s house by cut- 
ting across fields. I can walk right up through 
ibe main stiects aud hold my head as high as 
any bedy.”’ 

‘Did you ever have any trouble on your 
clenéestine visits to Dawson?” 

‘Searcely any. I have been there three 
times since that unfortunate affair in 1570, and 
have never been molested, alihough once or 
twice I was considerably scared. Brother 
Jeln bas only been back once since wa first 
left there. 1] ratherimagine we will meet with 
a different kind of a reception this time.”
